Seven persons perished and more than 
thirty were rescued by the heroic efforts 
of firémen and policemen in the usual 
series of zero-weather fires in this city 
and vicinity yesterday. The death list 
ineluded an entire family of six persons 
who were suffocated in their rooms in a 


tenément at 378 Fifteenth Avenue, New- 
ark, before assistance could reach them. |- 


The seventh person perished in the same 
fire. ; 

Twelve persons, including a pneumonia 
patient -and a small baby, were saved 
from death in the Newark fire by spec- 
tacular dives into life nets held by the 
firemen. Seventeen other persons were 


saved, some of them by a young fire- 


man on probation, at a fire at 57 West 
Twelfth Street, where hundreds ap- 


plauded the rescuers as they Swarmed 
over the building, human-fly fashion. 
More than ‘200 families -were driven 
into the bitter cold in thirty fires, and 
many women and: children »~were taken 
to hospitals suffering from exposure.

The dead were Mrs..Jennie Petty, 40, 
a Widow; James Chambers, 52, her 
brother; Mabel Petty, 18; George Petty, 
13; BWthel Petty, 10; William Petty, 8 
and Henry Meyer, 60. 

Flames Fill Stairway. 


The. flames soon ‘filled’ the eieee, 
trapping the sleepers in their rooms be- 
fore they knew of the danger. As soon 
as they were roused, they realized the 
impossibility of reaching the street by 
the stairway and sought escape through 
the windows, most of them successfully.

~PARIS, Feb. 1.—One hundred car- , 
loads of American war materials, 
purchased from the American Army, 
have arrived in Poland, ‘The goods 
are being used to outfit the Polish 
Army.

Whether they hid 
themselves away in hope of finding a 
favorable opportuniy to escape, or 
whether they already are beyond the 
walls and perhaps, have essayed the 
perilous crossing of the half-frozen 
Hudson, ‘still is so much in doubt that 
thé siren’ which has been wont to herald 
each new burst for liberty thus far has 
remained silent. . 

The two for whom every available 
guard and trusty are'hunting hour after 
hour are Alfred Friédlander, 18- years 
old, and Percival J. McDonough, 25 
years old, known as the “ Brooklyn 
‘car bandits” They are the two who 
just about a-year ago terrorized Queens 
County when they held up three trolley 
cars, one in“Flushing, one in Jamaica, 
and one in Queensboro Road. In one 
instance they went through every pas- 
senger in the car; in ‘another Mc- 
Donough,..who had been a motorman, 
ran away with the vehicle, and in a 
third they used a stolen automobile to 
get from one holdup to another. Fried- 
larider is serving eight to sixteen years. 
McDonough got rty-nine rs, the 
Court having given him a f sentence 
with the avowed intention of making an 
example of him use he had a record 
of four previous conyictions.

FRENCH APPROVE CONFERENCE 


Cabinet Accepts Invitation to Inter- 
national Parley on Exchange.

PARIS, Feb. 1.—The first opposition 
to the Ameritan Government’s stand on 
exchange as outlined in the letter from 
Secretary of the Treasury Glass to the 
United States Chantber of Commerce is 
the declaration in French governmental 
and financial circles that the proposed 
international, financial conference will 
take place in the near future. 

M. Marsai, new Minister of Finaace, 
has committed himself to it, and the 
new Cabinet has supported him unani- 
mously.

THE RAILWAYS AND THE 
COUNTRY. 

Great weight has been given to the 
argument that the railways ought to 
be made self-supporting out of regard 
to the interests of bona fide investors, 
as distinguished from the in-and-out 
operators in their securities. Abating 
nothing of the weight deservedly at- 
tached to this consideration, it may be 
said that there is a better reason. 
Railways do not exist for the sake of 
investors in their securities, any more 
than taxes are laidfor the benefit of 
holders of _Governmernt-bonds. The 
support of the Goyernmient for the 
general good and the sérvice of ship- 
pers for the good of all production 
and distribution are the prime motives 
in those cases, And the fact is that 
the railways are failing in service to 
shippers .as much as they are disap- 
pointing investors. Shippers are them- 
selves partly ferponsible for  thetr 


of service above security and ‘suffi- 
ciency of service. 

Now that they are paying the pen- 
alty of their..mistake they may 
change their opinions. “Items in last 
week's news support this suggestion.

Koven and 
MacKayrs have produced a work which 
is frankly gay and popular; telling a 
tender and diver ng tale amid pic- 
turesque surroundings. One can only 
wish it well. Yet in the case of what 
purports to be native, the native crit- 
ical faculty has a specia license.

nay! Forces have been 


aware for a long time.that the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal was. not for 
them, although they could not under- 
stand the discrimination. They could 
earn the Distinguished Service Cross, 
but not ‘the medal, which was intended 
for officers doing big or important 
things, often at a desk or in’ head- 
quarters, in positions of responsibility. 
Of coyrse it was an arbitrary ruling, 
because there was nothing in the law 
excluding men in the ranks: The law 
being vague in its definition of the 
‘service for which the D. S. M. should 
be bestowed, somebody Higher Up made 
his own interpretation and imposed. it 
upon the War Department. 

This must be-the case, because “a: 
listed men were recommended for the 
honor from headquarters of the A. B. F. 
in France, As the medal was much 
coveted, there was dissatisfaction in the 
army with 1,200 awards to officers and 
not one to a or non d 
officer. en could have the Cross, 
and 4,500 Sete diesen out. When the 
humblest soldier, combatant or cook or 
choredoer, can win, the greatest p 
of all, the Medal of Honor, by a deed 
of. gallantry, it seems grotesque that a 
common enough decoration for officers 
should be denied to men in the ranks. 
The discrimination is not good for 
morale and it breeds ¢lass feeling. Con- 
gress should intervene and make the 
D. 8.-M. a@ demiocratic decoration.

THE HAGUE, Monday, Feb. 2.—Ac- 
cording to the Nieuw Rotterda.asche 
Courant, the ex-Kaiser has now decided 
to build a small hospital at Amerongen 
as a memorial of his residence there. 

The hospital will be large enough to 
accommodate eight patients, and it is 
intended to let it become the property 
of the order of Knights of Saint John, 
a German order of which the ex-Kaiser, 
as king of Prussia, was ex-officio Presi- 
dent. In Holland the knighthood of 
this order is considered the greatest 
honor obtainable in the world. 

Count Beninck, who is also a knigh, 
gave the ground for the hospital. 

There has been considerable mystery 
and speculation about this building, in 
which the ex-Kaiser has taken consid- 
erable’ interest for sometime. 

It is rumored that von Kuhlman, who 
is now at The Hague on _ private 
business, is again engaged to the Ger- 
man coal king’s daughter, Friedlander 
Fuld. This engagement, which already 
had been announced during the -war, 
‘was broken off after Kuhlman’s escap- 
ades at Bucharest, but is said to be 
definite now.

‘Ready to Carry. Out Anglo- 
French Agreement Reached 
with Premier of Italy 


BUT HOPES FOR SETTLEMENT 


Suggestions to This End from Rome 
and Belgrade Would Be Wel- 
comed by Millerand. 


‘ PARIS, Feb. 1. —The French Govern- 
ment has not changed in any way its 
attitude on the Adriatic question adopted 
in conformity with the decision of the 
Supreme Council Jan. 20, it is declared 
in the best authorized circles here. 

The French delegation’s decision was 
taken after the receipt of the note 
from Signor Nitti, the Italian Premier, 
and-was in full agreement with him. 

It was added today that M. Millerand, 
the French Premier, stands ready to 
carry out the undertaking agreed upon 
by the: French‘and British Governments. 
While abstaining from. any thitiative in. 
the matter, M, Millerand is welcoming 
any suggestion from Rome ahd Bel- 
grade in the interest of a prompt solu- 
tion of the Adriatic questign. 


ROMB, Jan. 31.—In an editorial deal- 
ing with the Jugoslav answer to the ulti- 
matum of thé Supreme Council of the 
Peace Conference, the Giornale d'Italia 
says: , 

‘““We will see whether America will 
take upon herself responsibility for de- 
laying. peace, for the Adriatic question 
has. become devoid of any importance 
aince sovereignty over the State of Fiume 
has been excluded from it. President 
Wilson showed he was siding with Jugo- 
slavia, but now he does not have a ma- 
jority with him, and his verdict would 
not be ratified by .public opinion in his 
Feduntry or in.Congress.” 

Comments printed in Croatian papers 
on the recent ‘railroad strike in Italy, 
which are reprinted in the Giornale 
d'Italia, seetn to indicate that the Jugo- 
slavs believe Italy is taking a more 
moderate view of matters. From this 
they argue that the Adriatic question 
may be marked by. a recession from the 
Italian. attitude which has been pre- 
served for several months. 

The Giornale says, in an editorial re- 
lating to these articles: ‘*‘ Undoubtedly 
the. remissness of the Italian Govern- 
ment is taken by the Rien pais for 
weakness.”’
